If women are proving anything they 


are showing that they intend to make 
use of the ballot 
In Butte, Mont., 


at the first registration since the 
passage of the equal suffrage amend- 
ment, 7,500 women enrolled as vot- 
ers out of the 9,000 women entitled 
to the rote in the city. 
""Who said 


the women didn't care to vote?" ask- 
ed County Clerk Kehoe. "Before last 
election it was generally stated that 
if the women did get the privilege 
they would never cast their ballots. 
They've certainly 
vindicated 
them- 


selves hy the recent registration." 


Significantly enough one of the most 


pronounced effects of the disclosures 
of corruption at the primary elections, \ 
recently held in Pennsylvania, was a * 
fiood of letters, messages and personal 
calls at the State headquarters of the 
suffragists from men who are thor- 
oughly disgusted with the present con 
dition of politics in this State and 
turn to woman suffrage as the best 
hope of cleaning- it up.
